Why, that fine pen 
of bogs.,exhibited last week at our fair. shows what 
an amount of bacon can be raised on Georgia past 
ures, and thereby avoid the expenditure yearly of 
sO much money that goes to fill the pockets of 
western pork and bacon packers, The rich 
yellow samples of corn raised in abundance 
upon R few acres of well fertilize 
hands proves the needless expense of buying corn 
at ope dollar and a quarter per bushel every sum- 
mer;one of our farmers said to your correspondent 
that the same number of acres of cotton planted 
in corn would yield more actual cash than the 
same land in cotton. That farmer who makes 
plenty of corn has always fat horses and’fat hogs 
and cows. What are comparable to the lordly 
comiorts Of a southern plantation home? The ex 
hibits of those golden peach preserves and trans- 
parent jeilies teaches its lesson of economy, and 
assures us that our state yields fruits @ tine as 
those even grown in a New Jersey nursery.

What a lesson of patience does it teach 
And from it myriadsof inexpensive home con- 
forts rush upon the mind, and assure us that our 
southern homes could be made so much 
happier, if we would Only give such 
matters some of our much wasted time. The 
samples of beautiful amber-colored scuppernong 
and rich blackberry wines that sparkle with de- 
light im a transparent glass would be as much 

raised as the far-famed Burgundy, at a lordly 
anguet of a Delmonico, if a few experts would 
turn their attention to grape culture as it deserves 
to be in our state. Who could count up the un. 
know riches that would soon fall into the 
treasurer’s houses if the unknown wealth of our 
own state was developed. Whatis more desirable 
than the many home comforts that could be 
known to our people’ The rich yellow butter 
from the Jersey cow, the fine poultry of the barn- 
yards, the abundance of fruits of all varieties: the 
Waving corn and grain grown upon a few acres of 
finely cultivated acres; the herds of fine colts and 
mules that might graze upon the fields of clover 
and grain in fact, we could have, instead 
of mortgaged old fields and poorly furnished 
housés; a tew acres of well cultivated land with 
a cottage filled with all that m:n could desire.

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MURDER IN HART. 


The Fatal Termination of a Negro Hot 
Supper. 

HARTWELL, Ga., Noyember 15.—[Special.}|—Joe 
Durrett, colored, killed Jehn Neal, colored, this 
morning, about five o’clock. They both had been 
attending a negro hot supper during the night, 
and had started home when the killing took place. 
Joe’s statement is that John was coming at 
him with his knife open, when he struck the 
fatal blow with a _ fence rail, There 
was no knife fonnd on or near the dead man’s 
body.

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THE RE-ELECTION OF SENATOR BROWN 


The records of Georgia do not match the 
compliment paid by the legislature to Sena- 
tor Joseph E, Brown on yesterday. Senator 
Gordon was re-elected with practically no op- 
position, but there werea half-dozen votes 
cast against him. Senator Brown carried 
the senate without the loss of a vote, and the 
house with only two votes cast against him. 
This was nearer unanimous than any Geor- 
gia assembly ever voted on a_ senato- 
rial election—nearer, perhaps, than it ever 
will. 

The spectator of yesterday's quiet and 
peaceful triumph, could not have failed to 
recall the stormy scenes, through which Sen- 
ator Brown went a decade and a half ago, 
when be was opposed and denounced. His 
views were rejected by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people, and from one®end of the 
state to the other he was met with denuncia- 
tion. J ven ten years after all this occurred, 
his apy intment to the senate was the signal 
for indigration meetings at several points in 
the state. In his last election, after he had 
displsyed wonderful aptitude in the senate. 
a terrific fight was made on his election, 
This bas now wilted away, and the represen- 
tatives of all sections and all parties unite in 
tendering him an almost unanimous ovation. 
The sharp contrasts against which yester- 
day’s triumph is laid, but deepens its mean- 
ing and intensifies.the gratification its car- 
ries. 

Tre ConstituTion’s yiews as to Senator 
of allmen. We ap- 
proved his appointment—advocated his in- 
dorsement by the legislature—and urged his 
re-election. We congratulate the state that 
this has been brought about. Senator Brown's 
wise counsels and wiser leadership have been 
of bigh value to his party, even when it was 
in the minority.

A DEMORALIZED PARTY. 

Ever since the death of Garfield the repub- 
lican party has drifted hopelessly along; torn 
by dissension, and its very existence threat- 
ened by defections. There is scarcely a state 
in which there are not two or more hostile 
cliques in the party. It was on the verge of 
despair, if not dissolution, all through 1872 
and 187}, and nothing but Mr. Biaine’s per- 
sonal canyass sayed itin 1874 from a defeat 


Horace Greeley. 

But Blaine’s personal strength was not sufs 
ficient to turn back the tide; it merely 
checked its course. Outside of the contested 
and doubtful staws the republican losses 
were tremendous. Garfield’s plurality of 
54,000 in Massachusetts was cut down to 25,- 
000, and if Butler had not been utilized by 
the republican managers, it would probably 
have been wholly overcome. Garfield’s plu- 
rality o 29,605 in Wisconsin was brought 
down to 5,000. In Michigan Garfield hada 
plurality of 53,840—this great vote was re- 
duced this year to 4,000. Garfield had a plu- 
rality of 40,716 in IHinois; only 25,000 of ‘it 
remains. The magnificent vote ef 78,682 in 
Jowa i= now reduced to 18,000, and the dem- 
ocrats of this stronghold offrepublicanism are 
beginning to be hopeful of complete success. 
In Kansas the republican figuresare cut 
down from 61,748 to 48,000. We need not 
extend the figures. There has been a steady 
and fixed drift against the republican party 
since {881, and this drift would have buried 
that party very deep this year if the republi- 
cans had nominated any other man than 
James G. Blaine; for it was he who misled 
thousands of Irish-Americans by a seductive 
and thoroughly delusive Jingo programme, 
and invented the Butler fraud. If these two 
dejusions had had no part in the canvass, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Colorado and the Pa- 
cific slope would bave gone democratic, and 
the («mocratic majority in New York would 
have been in the neighborhood of 100,009, 

Can the republican managers' bring the 
factions together’? Will_Conkling join hands 
with epew, Cameron with the Philadelphia 
Press, and soon through the listof states? 
Will stalwart and half-breed trust each oth- 
er? Vill either or both succeed in winning 
back the aggressive and daring independ- 
ents’ ‘he friends of Garfield ‘are not the 
friends of Arthur, and the latter’s supporters 
hate the man of Maine. Itisa rent and de- 
moralized party—so torn and damaged that 
one sort four years will not ‘suffice to bring 
it together again. And outof power it is 
doubt*l whether the party of monopolies 
and plunder can hold its own. Altogether 
the outlook ofthe republican party is not 
promising. and the smile of the people is 
correspondingly broadened. 

A MYSTERY ‘EXPLAINED. 

Our friends, the Blaine republicans, are 
busily engaged in putting in circulation 
some beautiful theories concerning their re- 
cent defeat. They have laden the very air 
with them, and some of their more ingenious 
inventorsare engaged in preparing another 
supply. For it stands to reason that one 
poor, lonely little theory is insuflicient to 
explain the sudden demolition of the great 
party of rings, monopolies, steals and other 
gems of badness and immorality too numer- 
ous to mention. Editor Charles Emory 
Smith,’of the Philadelphia Press, with the vo- 
luptuous terseness that characterizes “your 
true editorial statesman, says he believes 
Cleveland is elected. He makes the state- 
meni and appears to think itis strong enouzh 
to stand alone, but it isn’t. Explanation _is 
necessary and Sthen it becomes necessary 
toexplain the explanation. Consequently 
the editorial columns of the lamenting re- 
pub‘ican journals are filled with’explanations 
all different and all more or less wrong. 

One seys that Brother Burchard did&it with 
his two-edged remark about ‘Rum, Roman- 
ism and Rebellion.” Another declares that 
those rampant traitors, the independent re- 
publicans, were the cause, ef the catastrophe. 
Still another explains thatthe money con- 
tributed by the solid south turned the 
scales. In addition, there are the editors 


‘who announce that Vanderbilt's mythical 


contribution stayed the tide, and those who 
believe that candidate St. John brought the 
grand old party to grief. 

All these theories are beautiful. They are 
too bright to last, but we are willing the re- 
pub.icans should use them as asavory oint- 
ment to heal the wounds of defeat. But theo- 
ries Hist eventually give’ way ‘before the 
merch of history and the growth of facts; 
and the factis that the people ,of these 


} United States were tired of republican cor- 


ruption, and a large majority took the re- 
sponsibility of so expressing themselves at 
the allot-box.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 
Origin ef Butter-Making. 

Subscriber, Waynesboro, Ga.: How, when and 
wees was the process of butter-making discov- 
cr ; = 

There is no way of ascertaining when or how 
this familiar process of butter-making was first 
used. Butter is mentioned in the Old Testament, 
but modern biblical scholars think that the word 
thus translated denoted a liquid preparation of 
cream.- The oldest reference to true butter 
is probably that made by Herodotus, in his 
account of the Scythians. In the writings of 
Dioscorides, a native of Cilicia, Asia Minor, who 
lived in the first century, we have a descrtption of 
the process of making butter from sheep’s milk by 
agitation: Frequent mention is made in these 
old writings of the use of butter as an ointment’ 
whence we may conclude that the process of mak- 
ing it was not so well understood as to give a very 
palatable article. The Greeks obtained their 
knowledge of butter making from Asia Minor, 
and the Romens learned it through the 
Greeks, But butter-making, as we ard now ac- 
quainted with the process, was an acqusition of 
the inhabitants of northern Europe, and by them 
has been transmitted to us, Even now, butter is 
little valued in the Southern countries of Europe 
olve 011 being much preferred there. ee

IS THERE ALOBBY?. 


The Capitol Building and What is Being 
Done to Impede the Work. 

There is much talk about the pending resoln- 
tion in regard to the capitol building. It has 
been charged there was a lobby at work to defeat 
the building of a capitol, unless certain materia- 
was used in its construction. In the. past two 
weeks, notwithstanding the excitement about tha 
election,there has been much talk concerningit in 
Atlanta and there is no little amount of complaint 
at the attitude of feertain men who have made 


themselves prominent in the mat~— 
ter, About a month before the 
legislature met several prominent 


citizens of"Atlanta at the earnest request of a sm 
licitor who was canvassing for it, signed a peti 
tion, asking in substance that the capitol corm. 
Mission would see if_it was possible to use Georgia 
material in constructing the,capitol. Many ofthe 
signers of this petition say they never conte. 
plated that the petition would be used before the 
legislature to try and and set aside the contract of 
the commissioners, and they are very indignang 
that such use has been made of it. 

THE CONSTITUTION has noticed for some time 
the charges that have been made about the exist 
ence Of an organized lobby to work on. the legisla. 
ture and has investigated the subject. We deem it 
our duty to give all we know on the subject. There 
is no positive evidence that there is a regular or 
ganized lobby at work, but there are some parties 
behind those who are openly workiag the matter 
before the legislature. What steps they are taking 
and what money they are spending will probably- 
be brought out on investigation. It is intimated 
that the subject will be investigated by the legisla- 
ture, audit is possible that some disclosures will 
be made, 

It appears from what wecan learn that a mar- 
ble company called the Perseverance com pany, 
composed of Mr. W. B. Lowe, oneef the lessees ef 
the penitentiary convicts, and Mr, James P. Har- 
rison, one of the state printers, atid a Baltimore 
syndicate, are the parties interested in the agita 
tion of the question. They are very anxious to 
have the contract made by the commissioners set 
aside, and ft law passed to specify that the capitol 
shsll be bralt out of Georgia material. 

Many of ‘our people say that they piefer to have 
the capitol. built of Georgia material, but they are 
not willing to have it at the exorbitant prices 
charged. : 

There haS been, so far as we can ascertain, but 
little impression made on the legislature by the 
agitation of the question. There seems to be a 
settled determination among the members of the 
legislature to let the matter stand as the commis- 
sioners bave fixed it, and we see no prospect of 
upsetting it. ° : 

There will, however, be some lively times when 
the legislature commences to investigate the 
question as to whether there is really a lobby, or 
not at work, and they will have to do this because 
there is so much talk of it around the legislature, 
in the city and inthe state, that it will soon be 
come a necessity.

A Thousand People Under One Roof—A 
Twelve-Story Apartment House. 
From the New York Tribune. 

On the west side of the city an enormous apart- 
ment house has recently been completed. It 
occupies seven city lots, and rises to the height of 
nearly-two hundred. feet abeve the pavement. 
The cellars are blaste‘l thirty feet deep in the solid 
rock on which the village goats gambolied in the 
daye of old New York. Beneath the sidewalks 
there are spacious apertments,and an underground 
passege stretches back nearly three hundred feet 
to the street im the rear of the structure. The 
building is in the styleof the Italian renaissance 
A brown stone church occupies the lot on either 
side of it. Twenty-five years ago these place: of 
worship were marked among the principal build- 
ings ot this part of New York. Even now an at- 
mosphere of quiet and substantial respectability 
seems toemanate {from them and envelope the 
neighbor which overthadows them. The castle- 
like tower of one of these churches does not reach 
half way up the side of the apartment house, and 
the fifth story of the ‘‘parsonage’’ is on a level 
with the “lower’’ parlors of the apartment house. 
Heightis no objection ina modern apartment in 
the center of New \ ork, provided there are ‘‘rap 
id’’ elevators and nc stairways to elimb except as 
a matter of relaxation and exercise. Rents do not 
lessen appreciably with the altitude. 

This house is one of the co-operative apart ment 
houses of the city, built not with a view to private 
speculation, but with the purpose of combining 
the comforts of a home and a private hotel. Some 
fifty persons of means organized a stock company 
for the purpose of building the house. They have 
expended on ita million and a quarter. There 
are ninety-seven suites of apartments ranging 
from three to twelve rooms in each. The greater 
part of these are leased by the stockholders for a 
term of years, wiile those that are rented 
with the stores in the street Iront 
a flord a yearly revenue of over 
$100.000, far more than enough for taxes, repairs 
and current expenses. No expense has been spared 
to contribute to comfort and convenience. The 
structure is fireproof. Only the furniture and 
trimmings are combustible. The wood work of 
the apartments is of mahogany, cherry or light 
wood, as the owner's taste prefers, and the fresco- 
ing of the apartme::ts is alsoin designs of the own 
er’s choice. 

Probably more than a thousand persons will find 
homes or occupation in this vast building. A 
large force of employes will be required to con- 
duct the daily rontine. These w i] have rooms in 
a buildingintherear, Thekitchen, laundry, re- 
frigerators, butcher shop, coal rooms, engines of 
200 horse power, gas and electric light apparatus, 
are in the cellars and under the front sidewalk. 
Most of the families have two or more servants of 
their own. In the suites there 
are kitchens with ranges for cook- 
ing by gas or steam if the families do not 
wish to go to the restaurant. Each famiiy may 
give its order from its own rooms and have the 
meals sent to the epartment. The meals are pro~ 
vided for the stockholders on a basis nearly at cost. 
Each s. t of apartments has gratesand oper fireplaces 
in addition to steam heat, and the coal isfurnished 
at cost. Thetenth and eleventh stories are finished 
with the same elegance as the rest of the building, 
but especially for artists’ studios. In the 
basement there is a barber shop. On _ the 
twelfth story a suite of rooms has been isolated 
from all gm ach except by the roof and furnish- 
ed with no less care than other parts of the house, 
This is known asthe hospital. A person sick of 
any contagious disease could receive all attention 
and care in this room without the least danger to 
any other occupant of the house. . 

The roof of the building commands one of the 
finest views in thecity. The eye passes unob- 
stiucted from the !ower bay to the sound, far up 
the Hudson and beck of Jersey heights. The roof 
has a floor of brick as solid as a Broadway pave: 
ment,and is surrcunded with a ligh balustrade. 
This will be the playground of the children with 
their nurses in fine weather. During the summer 
the roof will be laid out in garden plots and par- 
terres, with awniugs for protection‘tTrom the sun. 
Au elevator runs up to the roof and meals may be 
taken there.
